The Tram Derailed, the Struggling; Crew 


Fired Upon, and the Express Car 


Blown Open With Dyna- 


mite and Looted. 


A P«»«»neer Train Wrecked and Bobbed. 


I/o<? ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 17.—A gang 


of train robbers wrecked passenger 
train No. 20 on the Southern Pacific 
railroad at Boscoe station, twelve miles 
north of here, at 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The highwaymen blew open 
the express csir with dynamite and 
fired several shots at the trainmen 
•who attempted to escape. 


The robbers escaped with several 


strong boxes belonging to the Wells- 
Harjro Express Co., but the total 
amount of cash is believed to amount 
to not more than (1,800. 
A Holt Daring and Cool Piece oi Work. 


None of the passengers, so far as 


known, with the exception of a tramp 
named Granger, were injured. 
The 


claim that these desperadoes do not 
hunt in so large a company; but the 
detectives of the express company are 
of the opinion that the two had some- 
thing to do with the affair. 


Officers at Work on the Caee. 


The San Francisco authorities were 


notified of the affair, and both the 
Southern Pacific company and the 
Wells-Fargo Express Co, sent men 
south to work on the case. A wreck- 
ing train was sent from here to clear 
up the track, and traffic was resumed, 
within a few hours after the accident 


Pound on the Trail. 


Officers who have returned from Eos- 


coe report that they followed the trail 
of the robbers to Lankershim, four 
miles toward Ventura. On the way 
officers found a handkerchief and sev- 
eral tags used by the express company 
on sacks of coin. These had evidently 
been torn off and dropped on the way 
by the bandits.

was fired at the engineer and fireman, 
who were straggling to escape from 
the tangled wreck; and then the gang 
kept tip a fusilade of bntle'ts to terrify 
tbe passengers and prevent them from 
leaving the cars.

A tramp -named Granger was also 
jstrnek by a boltet fend died on the 
spot.

THE FORMER FODLLT SLiUGHTERED. 


Those Not Killed in Battle Shot or 


Hanged to Trees After the Fight- 


ing—The Temochians Wiped 


Out of Existence, 


DEUING, N. M., Feb. 17.—Reports 


from Old Mexico, which reached here 
yesterday evening1, state that the Te- 
mochians have been about wiped ont 
of existence. In addition to the battle 
which occurred out from the city of 
Chihuahua some time ago, the govern- 
ment troops to the number of SOU met 
the rebels on February 8, south of 
Elvia, about forty miles south of Oasas 
Grande, and 200 miles south of Deming, 
and Uilled seventy-five of the Temo- 
chians. Twenty-five were taken pris- 
oners and immediately after the hard 
fighting were'taken out and shot, some 
few being strung up to trees 


The information was brought into 


the Mormon colony below Palomas, 
and in turn to Deminff. The country 
in which the fight occurred is very 
wild and mountainous and like the 
Chihuahua defeat, the rebels were 
caught and killed in a canyon. 


The Temochians were composed of 


the small bands which have been hid- 
ing out in the mountains to the south 
of Palomas, but which recently con 
centrated for the purpose of meeting 
the troops. Santa Ana Peres was in 
command of the rebels, but is re- 
ported to have escaped. The soldiers 
had about fifty killed and wounded, in- 
cluding several officers.

Distribution on the Tomroe of the SeTtml

The sense of taste in human beings 


has been divided into four classes — 
sweet, bitter, salt and acid. These 
four classes, with their combinations, 
produce all the delicious sensations 
that we ascribe to taste, as well as all 
the disagreeable impressions of that 
sense. 


But the tongue is not equally sensi- 


tive in all ' parts to these seiisat ons. 
Indeed it has • been shown that d tier- 
ent tastes result from the same s' imu- 
lus when applied to different plac <s on* 
the tongue. The tip of the tonguo, for 
instance, is most sensitive to sweet and 
to acidHastes, while it is far lets capa- 
ble of peroeiving a bitter taste than 
any other part of the organ Some 
persons are ttnablo to perceive any hit- 
ter taste when quinine is applied only 
to the tip of the. tongue 
A* the back 


of the tongue the bitternebs of the 
drug is perceived at once 


An explanation of the curious select- 


ive powers exhibited by the tongue is 
that a variety of nerve fibres are pres 
ent in that organ, each kind being 
sensitive only to one of the four prin- 
cipal classes of taste 
These nerve 


fibres are distributed in varying num- 
bers over different parts of the tongue. 


At the tip, for instance, the nerves 


which are sensitive to sweet and acid 
stimuli are most numerous, and accord- 
ingly in that locality those tastes are 
the ones most readily perceived At 
the back of the tongue, on the other 
hand, the nerve fibres concerned in the 
perception of bitterness prevail over 
the others. 


A singular proof of the fact that on 


particular parts of the tongue one sort 
of nerve fibres may overpower and 
mask the effect of another sort is fur 
nished by placing sulphate of magnesia 
on the back of the tongue. At first 
only a strong bitter taste is perceived, 
but when the nerves producing the 
bitter taste are paralyzed, as they may 
be by the application 6f the drug called 
gymnema, without affecting the other 
nerves, then a slight acid taste bec6mes 
evident. 


Thus even our slightest sensations of 


pleasure or pain a r« the rssult of a 
complicated system ot' nerve fibres and 
nerve endings, and while we can begin 
to perceive that certain nerves possess 
certain powers or are sensitive to cer- 
tain impressions and not to others, yet 
the cause of these differences remains 
to be discovered. Man has only fairly 
oegun to carry out the old precept: 
"Know thyself — Youth's Companion.
